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The Visa Function 





One of the important functions of the Foreign Serv- 
ice of the United States is the administration abroad 
of our immigration laws. Congress first charged 
consular officers with the responsibility of issuing 
visas to certain aliens in the Act of July 5, 1884. In 
1917 a general requirement that all aliens seeking to 
enter the United States obtain visas was instituted 
and has been continued since that time under succes- 
sive immigration laws. With certain exceptions, 
therefore, aliens desiring to come to the United 
States are required to obtain appropriate visas from 
U.S. consular officers stationed at some 250 Foreign 
Service posts throughout the world. 

Although consular officers are directly responsible 
under the law for the issuance or refusal of visas, the 
Department of State is responsible for the general 
administration of the responsibilities vested by the 
immigration laws in the Department and the Foreign 
Service. In fulfilling this responsibility, the 
Department’s Visa Office in the Bureau of Consular 
Affairs prepares regulations which are published in 
the Federal Register, instructs consular officers regard- 
ing interpretations of law, establishes standardized 
procedures, provides on-the-spot guidance through 
regional conferences, workshops, and field trips, and 
furnishes advisory opinions concerning all phases of 
visa work. A review procedure is set in motion by 
consular requests for the Department's advice on 
material points of law, or when the Department 
requests a report from a consular post with a view to 
determining whether the action taken or proposed in 
a specific case is in accordance with the applicable 
provisions of the law. Although the vast majority of 
visas are issued at overseas posts, a few categories of 
nonimmigrant visas may be issued or revalidated by 
the Diplomatic Liaison Division of the Visa Office. 

For many people in foreign lands, the call at the 
American consular office is the first personal contact 
with the United States. A courteous reception by an 
American official and fair and reasonable attention to 
the application for a visa serve to create an atmos- 
phere of good will and help to promote our foreign 
relations. 

In recent years successive Presidents have stressed 
the importance of facilitating international travel. 
The procedures for the issuance of visas to persons 
wishing to visit the United States have been made as 
simple as possible; every effort is made to expedite 
the necessary action; and, in many cases, the per- 
sonal appearance of the applicant is not required. 
Before a visa is issued, an applicant's written appli- 
cation is reviewed or the applicant is interviewed by 





a consular officer to determine eligibility for a visa 
appropriate to the purpose of the planned journey to 
the United States. If necessary, documentary evi- 
dence is requested to establish that the applicant 
intends to return to a residence abroad, does not 
come within any of the excludable classes, and has 
adequate financial resources for the proposed jour- 
ney. To further facilitate the travel of nonimmi- 
grants, visas are issued incorporating the most liberal 
provisions possible regarding validity and fees on the 
basis of reciprocity, that is, the treatment accorded 
by the applicant’s country to U.S. citizens. Valid 
visas may be transferred from an expired passport to 
a new passport. Necessary clearance procedures are 
handled as expeditiously as possible. 

Applicants who are entitled to one of the immi- 
grant classifications and who are chargeable to an 
oversubscribed foreign state or category are regis- 
tered on waiting lists, in the order in which they 
have qualified, to establish a priority for consider- 
ation when visa numbers become available. Although 
nonpreference and those who had applied for status 
under the Western Hemisphere category are ac- 
corded the date on which they have met the labor 
certification requirement of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act, which is prerequisite tor those 
classifications, by law the priority date for preference 
applicants is that on which the petition to establish a 
preference was filed with the Immigration and Natu- 
ralization Service. 

The Immigration and Naturalization Service 
primarily, the U.S. Public Health Service and the 
Department of Labor, and other agencies to a lesser 
extent, share in the administration of the immigra- 
tion laws. 

The jurisdictions of those agencies are complemen- 
tary in most respects, and close liaison is maintained 
between and among them and the Department of 
State to insure a uniform interpretation of the law 
and to coordinate practices. Officers of the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service are stationed at a 
number of Foreign Service posts abroad to carry out 
more effectively certain functions that come within 
the Service's area of responsibility. 

In preparation for their visa duties abroad, consu- 
lar officers take a course in visa instructions at the 
Foreign Service Institute as part of their basic For- 
eign Service training. An advanced consular course 
for experienced officers is also offered. A correspond- 
ence course in visa work is also available for officers 
and clerical personnel assigned to overseas posts.

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Preface 





Once again it is my pleasure to present to you the Annual Report of the 
Visa Office. This report covers visa activities during Fiscal Year 1981 and 
provides a comparison with those of previous years. 

During FY-1981, immigrant visa issuances increased by 13.5% to 
376,042. Nonimmigrant visa issuances increased by almost 5% to over 
7.1 million. 

At a time when we are faced with the problem of meeting an ever- 
increasing workload in spite of budget constraints and personnel reductions, 
we have attempted to develop sensible and more efficient methods of per- 
forming our statutory functions both in Washington and in the field. 

During this year there has been an emphasis on the expansion of field 
training in the form of consular workshops at Foreign Service posts to 
ensure that officers and foreign national employees are fully aware of the 
latest and most efficient methods of conducting their operations. 

We are attempting to make the fullest use of modern technology, 
especially automated data processing. During this fiscal year the Visa Office 
made the transition from a manual allocation system to ICARS, the Immi- 
grant Control and Reporting System. IVACS, the Immigrant Visa Appli- 
cant Control System, provides an electronically automated information 
system which manages an immigrant visa case from registration through 
issuance. [n the nonimmigrant area we have introduced NIV/CAPS, the 
Nonimmigrant Visa Computer Assisted Processing System. The great 
benefit, of course, comes in manpower savings that release personnel to 
concentrate on real problems and not devote so much time to simply “‘man- 
aging the paper.” 

No modern technology, of course, can replace the work efforts of the 
staff of the Visa Office and the many hundreds of Foreign Service officers 
and employees around the world. I would like, therefore, to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the consular staff and express pride in the manner in which 
they have performed their duties.

Summary 





This Report of the Visa Office is a compilation of statisti- 
cal data for FY-1981 (October 1, 1980-September 30, 
1981). 

The sources of information in this report are 
worklcad reports from visa-issuing offices abroad and 
immigrant visa number allocation records maintained 
in the Visa Office. 

This report includes information on all visa 
issuances by offices abroad and information on the use 
of visa numbers in the numerically limited categories. 
Figures on adjustments to permanent resident status 
granted by the Immigration and Naturalization Serv- 
ice (INS) are maintained by INS rather than by the 
Department of State. 


The following countries remained on the oversub- 
scribed list throughout Fiscal Year 1981: China, 
India, Korea, Mexico, and the Philippines. Also 
oversubscribed were the following British 
dependencies: Antigua, Belize, Hong Kong, and St. 
Christopher-Nevis. During this fiscal year the provi- 
sions of Section 202(¢) of the Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act applied to China and Hong Kong. This 
section of law makes preference numbers available to 
each preference category in accordance with the speci- 
fied percentages. (Sec Appendix A, III for percentage 
breakdown.) 

As has been the case since the end of Fiscal Year 
1978, the demand for visas by preference applicants 
was sufficiently heavy to use all numbers, making the 
nonpreference category unavailable. 

This report consists of two parts: (1) Immigrant 
Visa Statistics and (2) Nonimmigrant Visa Statistics.

The number of immigrant visas issucd in Fiscal Year 1981 
increased 44,697 to 376,042 or 13.5%. The increase was 
primarily duc to the issuance of 56,049 visas issued under 
the court-ordered Recaptured Cuban (Silva) Program 
Between 1977 and 1981 this program made available 
144,999 visa numbers to natives of independent countries 
of the Western Hemisphere who had registered for immr- 
comma Any gration prior to January 1, 1977. On a regional basis the

South America (7 2%) (-9.2%), Asia down 1,877 (-— 1.4%), Afnnca down 394 
(-5.7%), North America up 51,063 ( + 43%), South

The classes not subject to numerical limitations Other (39 1%) 
include: ‘‘Immediate Relatives’ of U.S. citizens—defined - 

as spouse, child, orphan adopted or to be adopted, and 
parent (if the citizen is at least 21 years of age) and “‘Spe- 
cial Immigrants'’—defined as returning resident aliens, 
ministers of religion, certain former government employ- 
ees, some categories of expatriates; and beneficiaries of 
certain kinds of petitions filed prior to 1962 and 1961 
(Visas in this last class are rare, and none was issurd 
during this fiscal year.) 

The ma/crity of visas in this non-limited category are 
issued to immediate relatives. During Fiscal Year 1981, 
the total number of immediate relative visas issued at 
overseas posts increased by 3,760 or 4% compared with 
last year's increase of only 0.5%

Numerically Limited Ciasses 


Special Immigrant Categories 


The Panama Canal Act of 1979 (PL96-70) provides for 
the admission of 15,000 former employees of the Panama 
Canal Company or Canal Zone Government. This Act, 
however, limits the annual rate to no more than 5,000. 
The total number of visas issued in this category during 
Fiscal Year 1981 was 779. Numbers made available to the 
cases totaled 26. 


Preference and Nonpreference Categories 
Most immigrant visas are issued to persons in these classes 
subject to numerical limitations. A description of these 
classes can be found in Appendix A, II, B, 4. 

During Fiscal Year 1981 the annual limitation was 
270,000. PL96-212 (The Refugee Act of 1980) reduced 


the previous 290,000 annual limitation to 280,000 in 
FY-1980 and 270,000 in subsequent years; eliminated the 
seventh preference (refugee) category; and increased the 
second preference limitation to 26% plus any unused 
numbers from the first preference category. That Act 
report contaims no data on refugees. 

Total preference numbers used during Fiscal Year 
1981 were 2677361. The difference between this figtre and 
the annual 1981 limitation of 270,000 represents prefer- 
ence numbers made available but returned unused after 
the end of the fiscal year. 

The court-ordered Recaptured Cuban (Silva) Num- 
bers Program drew near to conclusion during Fiscal Year 
1981. Foreign Service posts abroad issued 56,049 of the 
total 59,869 numbers used during this year, with Mexico 
receiving almost 89% of these numbers. 
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Nonimmigrant Visas 


Nonimmigrant visa services increased by almost 5% to 
over 7.1 million during Fiscal Year 1981. This figure, an 
all-tume record for nonimmigrant visa issuances, includes 
visas issued, revalidated and transferred, and border- 
crossing cards issued in Canada and Mexico. Border- 
crossing cards are valid indefinitely for unlimited entries 

Visitor (B) visas accounted for approximately 89% of 
the nonimmigrant visas issucd. Visas issued to five nation- 
alities—Great Britain, Japan, Mexico, West Germany, 
and France—accounted for almost 51% of the total issu- 
ances.

(aX1) An alien shall be classifiable under the symbol NATO-1, NATO-2, NATO-3, NATO-4, or NATO-5 (see § 41.12 for classes of aliens 
entitled to classification under each symbol) if he establishes to the satisfaction of the consular officer that he is secking admission to the United States 
under the applicable provision of the Agreement on the Status of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, National Representatives and International 
Staff, or that he is a member of the immediate family of an alien classified under the symbol NATO-1, NATO-2, NATO-3, NATO-4, or NATO-5. 

(2) Armed services personnel entering the United States in accordance with the provisions of the NATO Status-of-Forces Agreement or in 
accordance with the provisions of the Protocol on the Status of International Military Headquarters may enter the United States under the appropriate 
treaty waiver of documentary requirements contained in § 41.5(d) or (¢), but if issued visas shall be classifiable under the symbol NATO-2.
